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sroadens Scope Of Automotive Courses At SAC 


“Launching of the new body and fender repair class this semester has consider- 
tbly broadened the scope of SAC’s automotive course,’”’ Royce Cornett, who instructs 
he course, announced today. The class has as its purpose to give prejminary and pre- 
ipprentice training in the fundamentals of body and fender work. 


Students may achieve advanced 
pprentice standing upon 
letion of the two year automo- 
ive course, with a minimum of 
ne semester in the body and fen- 
er repairing class. This terminal 


ourse offers specialization in 
ither the body and fender trade, 
r auto mechanics.

Phases covered in the body and 

ender repairing class are analyi- 
ation of damage, the actual metal 
umping, finishing of the metal, 
nd the process of matching the 
amaged area with the original 
nish, 


Analyzation of Damage 
The first phase takes up theory 
nd instructs in analyzing dam- 
ge, and recognition of the var- 
bus types of damage, direct and 
direct. Important in this is as- 
ertaining the direction from 
hich the damage took place, in 
rder to work the metal back to 
S original shape in the proper 
equence. From analysis also, the 
tudent can determine the pro- 
edure he is to follow to repair 
he damage. He is taught how to 
ecognize the component parts of 
he direct and indirect damage 
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sABLE 


such as the ridges and ‘“‘vee’ chan- 
nels. 
Actual Metal Bumping 

The second phase of the course 
teaches the actual metal bumping 
itself. In this the student must 
learn the operations of welding, 
leading, and shrinking the metal. 
Working the metal back to its 
original shape is done by the pro- 
cess of metal bumping. 

Finishing and Matching 

Metal and finishing is outlined 
next. This consists in effective use 
of the hand file and the dis- 
sander to place the damaged panel 
back into finished form with all 
dents and identations removed. 
The edges must -be completely 
feathered out, and the damaged 
area made ready for spotting in 
or painting. 

The final phase is the process 
of matching into the original 
finish. Spotting in on one area 
may be accomplished, or it may 
be necessary to paint the panel, 
or repaint the whole car. 

The Automotive Apprenticeship 
Advisory Committee aids Santa 
Ana College in outlining the con- 
tent of the course, and also in 


setting up training and industrial 
standards. This advisory commit- 
tee, headed by chairman Carl] E]- 
tiste, and secretary Charles Bivens 
gives assistance to students in ob- 
taining placement.

A statewide investigation is be- 
ing presently conducted to find the 
undérlying reasons for the ever 
increasing number of pupils drop- 
ping from school, added Miss Mil- 
ler. 

Statistics at Santa Ana College 
indicate that the percentage of 
“drop outs’? here, are much lower 
than at most of the schools in 
Southern California.
